A. cffert, for instance,to tax the Geor- 
via raiiroad to the injury of its stock- 
nolders in @ very heavy amount 
in violation of its charter 
say fifty thousand dollars per annum, 
and the exercise of zeal in such a 
work would seem to be participation 
in apublic affair, and it would be thet 
sort of participation that wouid not 
be friendiy to the stockholders, as the 
expressions in this gotten up sort of 
au interview, would appear to be. The 
retired gentleman seems to be realiy 
very Olicitous about the interest of the 
common stcckholders of the Georgia 
railroad, who do not attend the meet- 
ings themselves. Whether the retired 
gentleman now holds any stock him- 
self, or whether he hes been a very ac- 
tive friend ora yery bitter enemy, of 
the Georgia railroad, for some years 
paat, the article does not say.

Judge King found out what was 
being done, and be checkmated it, to 
the extent that he got the interest 
equally divided between the two great 
Georgia corporations, the Ga. R. R. 
and ihe Central. If he had lain stiii 
and permitted the Centrai to get the 
éntire control of the Alabama business, 
the “retired” gentleman and ail those 
who take his views would to-day have 
been loud in their denunciations ot 
Judge King, statipg that he was not 
watchful of the interests of the Ga. R.

to wrap him around his finger, 
and take from him the _ whole 
Alabama business.

He knew very well, however, that the 
river could not be relied on at allasa 
competitor with either or both of those 
railroads, as it is not navigable at al!

money were actively purchasing the 
stock of the South Carolina ratiroad, 
doubtless with the understanding a: 
the time of turning it over to the Cen- 
tral railroad, so as to enadle that rail~ 
road to control the railroad from 
Charleston into Augusta,and but for 
the prompt movement oi Judge King 
and his directors in having the road 
pushed forward towards Vort Royal 
that would doubtless have been the re- 
sult.

[If the lessees are making the large 
dividends that public report says they 
are, anc yet keeping their road in 
splendid order, the Georgia road might 
do well to get a lessee to push the mat- 
ter afterthe style of the lease, and do 
the same thing forthem. The truth is, 
however,that Judge King has managed 
the Georgia road with ability, and far- 
seeing businees sense, and has made 
out of it, all its location would enable 
him or any other man to make. 

As to General Alexander, I have 
nothing disrespectful tosay. I regard 
him a very’ hightoned honorable 
man, of good character, scholarship 
and all that. But it 1s very well known

The committee on ways and means 
reported to the house of r’presenta- 
tives on Saturday the interna: revenue 
tax bill.. The main features of the bill 
are a reduction of the tax on manuface 
tured tobacco from 24 to 14 cents per 
pound, a reduction in the tex on cigars 
from $6 to $5 per 1,000, a reduction on 
cigrrettes from $1 75 per 1,0(0 to $1 25, 
and the restoration of the t#x on in- 
comes in excess of $2,000) per year, 
the rate of tax being fixed at 2 per 
cent. Before reporting the bill the 
committee abandoned the graduated 
proposition, and fixed it at {ie uniform 
rate of 2 percent. on all sms in ex~ 
cess of the amount exempted. The 
income tax provisions of thre bill are 
made operative from and aiter July 1, 
1878, special provision beisg made for 
the assessment and collection of the 
tax for the last six months »f the pres~ 
ent calendar year... The net result to 
the treasury, should this bi!! pass, will 
be a decrease in the annual receipts of 
over $3 000,000, without taking into ac- 
count the additional expense that will 
beincurred in collecting ite tax from 
incomes, 


SHAD IN THE COOSA AX’? ETOWAH 
RIVERS. 

About a year ago the sovernment 
stocked the rivers flowing into the Gul: 
of Mexico with shad from ‘he eastern 
rivers. We noticed yesterday for sale 
in ourcity a barrel of white shad, from 
Resaca, Georgia. They were not 
large shad, but the regular white shad, 
such as are caught in the Savannah 
and Ogeechee rivers. <A geptieman in- 
formed us that great «qsantities cf 
these young shad have xen caught 
this spring in the Coosa, “towah and 
Ovstanaula rivers, in traps and nets. 
This is all wrong; these fish ought 
not to be interfered with ‘luring this 
sexson, and no time hereafter after the 
Ist of April. If they were not inter~ 
rupted in another year, the finest shad 
could be taken from these waters and 
an abundant supply furnis!ed ior al! 
the people along these wsterscourses. 
it has been demonstrated that any 
kind of fresh-water fish wii! flourish in 
our waters. We hope to see the day 
when we can get any kind we want' 
but it will never come if the young fish 
are destroyed before they tan spawn. 
We do hope that some ore will see to 
it that all the shad caught in traps 
along these rivers will be thrown back 
into the stream. When the legislature 
meets a law should be passed to pro- 
hibit the people from destroying these 
young fish.

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THE COTTON CROP. 
It is too late now to give any advice 
as to the preparation of the ground 
for this crop—perhaps even for the 
planting of it. Tosucceed in cotton 
raising, the farmer sbould give every 
possible advantage to this plant. It is 
a crop that requires care in the pre- 
paration of the ground, care inthe 
planting, in the cultivation, and then 
in the picking, after the crop is made. 
We hope before you put in your 
seed the ground was thoronghly bro- 
ken up. After the cotton is up and 
brought to astand, keep the soii fine 
and soft. Inthe cultivation of the 
crop, care should be used to see that 
the lateral roots cf the plants are not 
broken, causing it to shed its fruit. 
Before the forms perfect themselves, 
it is essential to have a good deep soil 
between the rows; essential because 
the plant will stand dry weather bet- 
ter, and yield more. As a matter of 
course, stiff, or sandy soils, require 
different cultivation. As to the width 
of rows, or the stand:n the drill, cii- 
mate and soil haye something to do in 
aiding your judgment. The branches 
should not interlock, and the cotton 
should have air and sunshine. 
THE HORSE. 


— Oolic.—A very good general remedy 
for colic is carbonate of ammonia 14 
drams; bicarbonate soda, 2 drams; 
laudanum 1 cz; water, 8 oz; mix for 
one dose ; this dose may be repeated in 
one hour if necessary. In some cases 
a cathartic has an excellent effect. 

—Influenza catarrh.— Keep the horse 
in a clean, well-ventilated stable; 
clothe him as circumstances may re- 
quire, and feed a laxative, nutritious 
diet— scalded shorts, boiled oats, car- 
rots, etc. Do not permit him to be ex- 
ercised until he has fully recovered 
from the great prostration which is 
usually present in such cases. 

—Shoeing.—Many diseases of the feet 
result from bad shoeing. The tough, 
horny elastic frog must be left undis+ 
turbed. Most blacksmiths, when the 
shoe is put on and clenched down, 
rasp the surface of the frog to give ita 
polish. This is wrong. Ttere are now 
several patterns of shoe in use, and 
some of them supply a want long felt. 

FLORAL ITEMS, 


—If Tennyson in his thoughts of 
flowers could write so touchingly of the 
“long green box of mignonette” which

pleasure should we derive in having a 
climate and soil where the sweetest and 
prettiest flowers can be grown at but 
little expense and a moderate share of 
trouble ? 


—In purchasing plants for bedding 
do not select those in bleom. 


— Plant calla lillies in the garden in 
summer, and inthe autumn pot them 
as follows: One-third sand and the re- 
mainder good garden soil; water with 
hot water, and in the pot saucer. keep a 
sponge saiurated with ammonia. 


—To Keep Ferns: Puta little earth 
mixed with sand and gravel in an old 
soup plate, and arrange the fern roots 
in it and cover with moss, then keep in 
a shady place, sun a little, and always 
keep them wet. 


—The health of plants requires ven- 
tillation. Plants need fresh air, and 
they need it most during the day time. 


— Water your house plants. Some 
need more than others, When the 
earth becomes dry give them water. 
Ammonia is good for plants. Use 
sparingly, say a tablespoonful to a-gal» 
lon of water. 

—To Kill the Rose Slug.—Dust the 
plant weekly with powdered or air 
slacked lime, road dust or ashes, and 
repeat as often as may be required, or 
the plant may be thoroughly sprinkled 
and washed with a strong suds made of 
soft soap. Auoiher excellent remedy 
is whale oil soap, one pound to eight 
gallons of water; bend the bush over 
and apply witha whisk broom. 

— All smooth leaved plants will bear 
free watering while hairy leaved plants 
are destroyed by too much watering. 


— Ingects indicate a too high tempera~ 
ture and a lack of moisture in the at- 
mosphere. [he preventive is simple 
enough, but the cure, like all cureg, re- 
quires time. Fumigation with tobacco 
isthe usual method employed. There 
are two kinds of flies that infest house 
plants; one is a little brown fly called a 
thripo; they are very lively, and the 
most effectual way todestroy them isto 
catch them with fingers. They jump 
so quick that if you tryto smoke them 
out they can easily get out of the way. 
They prefer plants in wooden boxes or 
kegs. The other isa green fly or aphis; 
it lives on the sap or new leaves. The 
best plan is to syringe the plants with 
tobacco water,being careful not to have 
it too strong,as it will injure the leaves. 
To test the strength, dip in a green 
leaf; if it turns brown or yellow the 
water is too strorg; dilute till it does 
not discolor the leaf. To make tobecco 
water, simply steep tobacco in water.

FARM NOTES. 


—Do notturn a furrow while the 
soil is wet. When the mould board is 
smeared, or when the furrow does not 
crack open and fall apart loosely as it 
is turned over, the soil is too wet, and 
will be injured by plowing. 

— Make your ground rich enough to 
grow the largest possible crops, else 
you are not laboring profitably. 


—A mixture of guano, superphos- 
phates of lime and potash salts is an 
excelent fertilizer for beets. 


—It is economy to feed ground grain 
to work horses. A _ pailful of mois- 
tured cut hay with three quarts of 
ground feed mixed with it is a good 
quantity feed for one horse. Give it 
vearly dry. A gocd feed for a work 
horse is equal parts of corn, oats and 
wheat bran. 

—Calves.— By raising the heifers of 
our best cows the stock will be im- 
proved. ‘Every farmer should aim to 
keep only the best. A cow yielding 
only eight quarts of milk a day does 
not pay for the feed, and should be re~ 
placed with a better one. We must 
{ook upon our live stock as machines, 
kept fora purpose, and discard un- 
profitable animals. 

— Sheep—As the days becomes warm- 
er, ucks will increase, and sheep will 
appear restless under their winter 
blankets. Give them shade on the cool 
side of a building, or put up a tempo- 
rary sbed in the field where they may 
eecape the hot sun of noonday. As the 
sheep begin to nibble the new grass 
look out for scours in the lambs. If 
this appears, give a tablespooniul of a 
mixture of peppermint water with pre- 
pared chalk, and a little ginger, 


— Pigs need clean, dry pens, and sup- 
ply breeding sows with cat straw, chaff 
or sawdust for litter. 

—Oxen, when at work undera hot 
spring sun, will suffer from the heat. 
Give them frequent resting spells and 
water, with some bran stirred into it, 


—Manure should be turned over 
early in the month, so as to have it 
rotted as much as possible for use in 
bill or drill crops. Those who have 
heeded our advice to cut all the straw 
and ste)ks, either for fodder or litter, 
will find the handling of the manure 
heap an easy task. Those whvu have 
not will prcbably regret the failure and 
resolve to do better. 


Poultry—Many hens will now have 
laid out their litter and become broody. 
Give sitting hens clean nests of soft 
hay, and do not seta hen that is in» 
fested with vermin. Put sucha onein 
a close coop lined with tarred roofing 
felt, and apply grease to her legs and 
under the wings. Houses may be 
kept free from vermin by cleanliness 
and usidg grease and kerosene oil on 
the perches. 


TO COOK VEGETABLES. 


We have so repeatedly given opin- 
ions about vegetables, doubtless many 
of our readers have various kinds re: 
for the table. Greens— mustard, tur- 
nips, cabbage, lambs quarter, dandel- 
ion, &c., pick carefully, wash and then 
parboil; with a large fork lift out of 
this water and place in another vesse! 
in which a piece cf salt pork is boiling 
and let them boil for nearly an hour 
longer. Asparagus should never becut 
below the surface of the ground; tie 
in bunches, lay it in the pan or kettle 
in which it is to be cocked, spr.nkle 
sufficient salt over it, pour boiling wa- 
ter over it until covered; boil 18 or 20 
minutes. Have twoor three nicely 
toasted pieces of bread in the dish. 
When the asparagus is done, pourin a 
tablespoonful of cream, a piece of but- 
ter half the size of an eg, then lift the 
asparagus from the pan, laying iton the 
bread lengthwise of the dish, pepper it 
to taste, and then over this pour the 
seasoned liquor in which it was boiled. 
—Peas—Gather and shell when 
fresh. Keep them clean, for washing 
injures them. Pour them into the 
kettle, salt them as required, and then 
pour boiling water over them sufficient 
to cover them, If young, boil 18 min- 
utes; if older, half an hour. When 
done, season to the taste with butter, 
pepper and cream and pour over them 
a'l the water in which they were 
boiled.

I aust, however, take exception to the pream- 
ble of your report, where you state that *Com- 
missioner Smyth has been very industrious since 
his sppointment as Uuited States commissioner 


to iseue warrants on every frivolous case for vio- 


lation of the enforcement act that comes to his 
knowledge.’ Wouldit not have been more 
creditable to your reputation for accuracy,as well 
as riore just to myself,for your reporter to have 
examined the commissioner’s docket, always 
oper. to inspection, and hare ascertained the 
facts in the case, before misleading the public 
by #0 sweepingan assertion? The record will 
show that I have issued no warrants whatever 
under the euforccment act, excepting inthe 
case you allude to as tried yesterday,and which:
